NEWPORT NEWS,: Va., Feb.’ 3.— 
Lieutenant Berg tonight consented to 
talk for -publication for the first time 
since he entered this port. 

“ After we captured six other steam- 
ers and sunk them,” Berg said, ‘‘ we 
encountered the Appam, which we rec- 
ognized as an Englishman from afar- 
notwithstanding the fact that she dia 
not carry a flag. 

“We ran up the German ensign, and 
signaled to stop. When the Captain 
did not heave to.at once and the men 
at the gun appeared to load and aim, 
we fired. a warning shot, whereupon 
the Appam ‘heaved to and surrendered. 

“Captain -Lieutenant Count- Dohna 
sent a boat with a ‘prize’ crew. on ‘board 
later on. I was ordered to command the 
prize and was. instructed to take. her to 
the. closest American harbor. 7 

“And the next morning came further 
orders to leave the ‘ Miwe.’ We-steamed 
off, and shortly afterward we heard the

‘}at a great distance and drew near 


afterward to pick up some wounded, 
who were sent to ‘us in order to get them 
the quicker under medical treatment. 

“Then we pursued our journey ac- 
cording to orders. From the first day I

Therd is only falli- 
ble observation of a show or appear- 
ance, which is not the same to any 
two men. There is “the invisible and 
inutile truth,” in theory, but how shall 
two mortal men agree upon it? 

And gince it. is impossible to get 
more than an approximation of con- 
temporary, seen. facts, past history 
must be a kaleidoscope of guesses, a 
library of fictions, many million diame- 
ters more inaccurate than the news-

ARITHMETIC OF WAR. 

The statistician has been as wrong 
about the war as anybody else. His 
conclusions have been too satisfac- 
tory, too positive, and too easily ac- 
cepted. When the great nations had 
all committed themselves to a policy 
of unlimited lability on account of 
war, which meant that’ they would 
if necessary oblige the surrender of 
all the private capital under their 
réspective jurisdictions, it was quite 
irresistible to pile up on one side the 
statistical wealth of England, France, 
and Russia, to put against it all the 
wealth of Germany and Austria-Hun. 
gary, which was very much less, 
and say: “ Wealth must win.” The 
time at which the superiority of 
wealth would begin to show and the 
war begin -to-end could be approxi- 
mated, but the fulfillment of all such 
predicffons has been vaguely de- 
ferred. -There are different kinds 
of wealth, and different degrees of 
utility in wealth for purposes of war. 
Germany’s inferiority in statistical 
wealth has apparently been in some 
degree compensated for by the fact 
that her kind is of greater. applica- 
bility in war, has more potential 
flexibility for destructive service, 
than that of her enemies, 

Similarly, with human material, 
which ts the ultimate commodity

If she should go 
on the @efensive the odds would 
change. German ‘military experts be- 
leve that if Germany, -with her pres- 
ent Ines, should stand-on the defen- 
sive, her enemies. could not actually 
kill and disable: as many men as 
come of military age annually in the 
population of the ‘Central Powers. 
The other side of it is, of course, that 
so long as Germany keeps the offep- 
sive the odds are against her in the 
mere competition of killing. Even 
so, she has learned to be. saving of 
her human material. . The Balkan 
campaign, for instance, had a very 
low cost in German life, probably not 
more than. 10,000 men. Vainglorious 
fighting, in which the Prussian bares 
his naked. breast to the foe and marks 
himself for destruction, has been se- 
verely discouraged. A good soldier is 
one who does not get himself killed. 

- However, the ‘“ French ‘authority ” 
is mot altogether convincing asa 
statistician. He puts the permanent 
German. loss.at 200,000 men a month. 
He casts it backward and projects it 
forward at that rate. Several days 
ago Mr> Tennant, the’ Under Secre- 
tary of ‘War, announced in the House 
of Commons that the total German 
casualties to date had been 2,585,768, 
which agfrees with private German’ 
estimates, whereas the “ French au- 
thority” puts the permanent. losses 
for sixteen months at 8,200,000. “He 
allows only 100,000 for the wounded 
who have been mended and gent 
back; whereas the Gefmans say the 
ratio is’ 60 per cent. Obviously, his 
estimate of permanent losses contains 
the losses of both Germany and-Aus- 
tria-Hungary, but when he. counts 
the reserves out of which the human 
material can be replenished he counts 
only the German reserves. 

All statistics are imperfect; those of 
losses in war are subject to the irre- 
ducible fallibility. of statistics gen- 
erally, plus the incentive to misrepre- 
sent the casé, that is, to make the 
arithmetic favor your side as much 
as possible. Therefore you never 
underestimate your enemy’s losses 
any more than you overestimate your 
own. The probability is that the rate 
at which human material is consumed 
will tend rather to diminish than to 
increase on all sides. The certainty 
is that any prediction based upon 
arithmetic, alone is open to qualifi- 
cation by a great many factors for 
which the statistician has no mathe- 
matical symbols. 
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WINNING OF THE MIDDLE WEST. 

When President Wiison began his 
series of speeches on preparedness ig 
the Middle West, that region, remote 
from the seacoast, historically. inter- 
ested in internal improvements, more 
sympathetic than the East to policies 
of domestic reform and innovation, 
seemed to many most difficult to 
win to his cause. Great elements of 
its population were thought to be 
hostile to hig policies, The voices of 
the advocates of an impossible, spine- 
less pacifism had been most persua- 
sive there, it was thought. La Fot-

THAT. INTERBOROUGH CONTRACT. 

According to the. testimony of 
GEroRGE W. Youna and the documents 
submitted by him to the Thompson 
Committee, the contract for the exten- 
sion and third tracking of the elevated 
railroad lines which it was proposed 
at a meeting of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company’s Directors to 
award to JoHn F.. STEVENs, provided 
for the expenditure of $20,000,000, and 
Mr. STEVENS’s compensation was to he 
10 per cent, of that sum, $2,000,000, for 
work which it was expected would be 
completed in two years. The percent- 
age of profit on a contract of that mag- 
nitide was so high that several mem- 
bers of the board objected. To one 
member of the board, GakDNER M. 
LanE.of Boston, President SuHontTs of 
the Interborough made an explanation, 
the natfre of which is set forth in a 
memorandum made at the time by Mr. 
Youne, in which is embodied Mr. 
LaNE’s own memorandum of the eccur- 
rence to this effect: 

This memorandum, fn addition, went 
on to state that following the special 

meeting Mr. SHonts had taken him 
aside and stated that he wanted him, 
Mr. Lane, to understand the reason 
for éntering into such a contract with 
Mr.. Stevens; that neither himself nor 
Mr. SrsvesNs nor Mr. FReepMaN was 
to receive any benefit from this con- 
tract, but that in connection with the 
securing of the contract which had been 
closed between the City of Greater 
New York and the Interborough Mr. 
SHonts had found it necessary to make 
certain commitments and incur cer- 
tain obligations, and that it was by 
means of the Stevens contract that he 
expected to meet and pay these com- 
mitments-and ‘obligations, 

This Interborough Directors’ meet- 
ing was held on June 24, 1913, some 
eight years after the public in the in- 
surance disclosures had been made 
familiar with the origin and uses of 
“ yellow”’ funds. The refusal of the 
Directors to award the contract does 
not foreclose the public interest and 
right to know the nature of the com- 
mitments and obligations for which 
provision was sought to be made in 
this. irregular manner., What com- 
mitments, what obligations, in con- 
nection with the dual subway con- 
tract had to be met in this hidden 
way? 

It is said that Mr. SHonts, acting 
under advice of: counse],’ declined. to 
give. any information, But ‘the. dis- 
closure affects others than himself, 
it concerns all the members of the 
City Government at the time, it con- 
cerns every one having to do with the 
execution of the contract. Lawyers 
or no lawyers, it would seem that the 
President of the Interborough Com- 
pany ought to have insisted on the 
instant presentation of his explana- 
tory statement, either before the 
committee or through the press; He 
ig not to: be called until the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Youna’s further testi- 
mony some ,time next week, So con- 
siderable a delay cannot be to the in- 
terest of Mr, SHontTs or that of any 
person concerned in thé award of the 
dual subway contract.

Mrs, Burxe 
proves her knowledge of that truth and 
shows her practical sense when ‘she deé- 
votes her money to the reformation of 
children. She knows that a dollar spent 
upon the straightening of a child’s ideas 
will be more fruitful for the child and 
for the general good than a thousand 
times that sum delayed for twenty 
years.

Now, the question of the i gfrigancd 
of the Scheldt is an ancient one, and 

we can trace it back to the year 1648; 
when thé peace of. Munster gaye the 
mouth of the Scheldt: to the Republic 
of the United Seven Netherlands. ~ 


At that time Belgium was’a Spanish. 


Province and all the protestant countries 
(Great Britain among them) were quite 
willing to close the port of this im- 
portant Spanish town. About a cen- 
tury ago, Napoleon I. got hold of Bel- 
gium (then an Austrian proyince) and 
turned Antwerp into a strong naval 
base. The British - expedition of. the 
year 1809 shows how. well the Hnglish 
appreciated the danger which threat- 
ened them from this port. That expe- 
dition failed. Flushing was shot to 
pieces, but Antwerp was never reached. 

During the greater part ‘of the nine- 
teenth century, when France, under Na- 
poleon III.; threatened the equilibrium 
of Europe, no complaints. were heard 
about “the Dutch sovereignty of the 
mouth of the Scheldt. It is little -re- 
membered in these days (until reprinted 
a few months ago in a pamphlet by the 
learned Frerich historian, Seignobos) 
that Napoleon III. had his own plans 
about Belgium. After thé Prussian- 
Austrian war he demanded a@ suitable 
reward for his. military inactivity. 
Bigmarck flatly refused to give Napo-. 
leon the ‘tip’ which he demanded 
for ‘his sérvices, and his Majesty, who 


had first asked for the favor of ‘' those 


possessions which France had given up 
in 1815,’ (July 29, 1866,) could not even 
obtain Luxemburg and Landau, with 
which he would have contented himself 
at the time of the Peace of Prague 
(23d August, 1866.) With the renewed 
threat of a, Napoleonic influénce over 
Antwerp the question of Holland’s sov- 
ereigniy of the Scheldt was left alone. 
It was felt that the Dutch batteries of 
Zuid Beveland might block any attempt 
made to force the Scheldt toward the 
North Sea. 

About four years ago, -when the .na- 
tions of Europe were getting ready for 
the present struggle, the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands (if we can believe well- 
authenticated press reports) was ap- 
proached by both sides. As a result of 
this warning it began te discuss plans 
for the fortification of the Scheldt and 
it reorganized the system of !nundations 
Which make the Dutch capital almost 
impregnable against any attacks from 
the Fast. Mr. Boulger, in his article, 
hints at the activity of a pro-German 
party. It was nothing of the sort. 
It was the. neutrality proclaimed by 
the hedgehog surrounded by many 
enemies, all equally desirous of a meal. 

It is certainly not my desire to -criti- 
cise the action of either the Belgian 
or British Government during the siege 
of Antwerp. 

But whatever the ethical conceptions 
of treaty-obligations of some of our 
nearest neighbors, the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands was in honor bound to 
stick to the law and to prevent the 
Scheldt from’ becoming a thoroughfare 
for foreign troops or supplies. 
“We know what happened. Antwerp 
was besieged and Antwerp was taken. 
The River Scheldt, however, remained 
closed to all foreign military opera- 
tions. This is the point which Mr. 
Boulger has completely failed to see. 

When the Germans took Antwerp 
they became the masters of the richest 
port upon the, North Sea. Arsenals, 
stores, ships, dockyards, everything 
was there and at their disposal. 
the Dutch mines between Zuid Beveland 
and Staats-Viaanderen, the Dutch war- 
ships patrolling between Bath and Wal- 
soord prevented .Antwerp from. being 
used as a German naval base. Outside 
of Zebrugge (according to Mr. Boulger 
a harbor of “intricate and restricted 
character ’’) the Germans now possess 


-ino port near the British coast. Their 


submarines’ have to come from. the 
Prussian coast and the advantage is 
decidedly on the British side. In. this 
way the very wise decision of the 
British Government to respect the sov- 
ereignty of the Netherlands in regard to 
the mouth of the Scheldt has carried 
rich fruit. Owing to the decision of 
Holland to maintain her neutrality and 
her right upon the mouth of the Scheldt, 
Germany’s most dangerous naval base 
is locked with seven seals. i

THINKS PRINCE WAS SLAIN, 


Turkish Heir Appatent Was Assas- 
sinated, Cherif Pasha Declares. 


PARIS, Feb. 3.—‘‘ Yussof Izzedin, 
whatever may be said, was assassinated 
by his suite, by..order of the Committee 
on Union. and Progress,’’ said Cherif 
Pasha, who, with Prince Sabah Edin, 
directs the chief movements of the Turk- 
ish opposition, to-a reporter for the Ma- 
tin. ‘Latterly Yussof had _ revolted 
against the dictatorship of the Young 
Turks. He became -dangerous, and he 
has been removed: His successor and 
cousin, Vahid Edin, is even more hostile 
to tke thoy | Turks than was Yussof. 
should not like to make prediction re- 
garding the length of his life.” 


BERLIN, Feb. 3; (via London.)—The 
suicide of the Turkish Crown rince, 
Yussof Izzedin, has stirred a sympa- 
thetic chord in Berlin, where he was 
several times a visitor. His death is re- 
gretted here because the Prince was held 
to be thoroughly in aponethy with 
Western ideas and regarded as likely to 
take a leading part in the advancement 
of: Turkey. 

Prince .Yussof Izzedin lived for many 

years in obscurity after the death of his 
father, Sultan Abdul Aziz, in 1876, and 
only came to the front after the de- 
thronemnt of Abdul Hamid, when. he 
was declared under the Constitution heir 
to..the throne. ‘Sometime previous to 
this hé had attached himself to the new 
order: in. Turkey by establishin 
rélations with the Young Turk Commit- 
tee. He also showed liberal. tendencies 
fn his choice-of friends. “After the revo- 
lution he made -a numberof long jour- 
neys in Europe, visiting the chief capi- 
tals, afd attending the coronation of 
King George in London. 
Prince’ Yussof Izzedin- had artistic 
tastes, and had assembled large collec- 
tions of paintings in galleries in his 
Summer and. Winter palaces. He also 
had a .large “library of works in the 
French language. It is doubted here 
whether his death will. have political 
consequence.

Tomkins Discusses Plans, 


Calvin Tomkins, who was: Dock Com- 
missioner under Mayor Gaynor, dis- 
cussed yesterday the. proposed agreée- 
ment with the New York Central in re- 
lation to the reorganization of the port 
of New York, of which he has been 
long an advocate. At. the regular meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday he introduced a motion in favor 
of a plan for the modernization and or- 
ganization of the port, and in connec- 
tion with this received’! permission to 
spread a short communication on the 
minutes. 

In this Mr. Tomkins spoke: of the 
great source of income fthat the city 
was neglecting in its rt, although the
